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Relations ‘damaged’ - PCC

THE death of 39-year-old Leon 
Briggs in custody has damaged 
relations between the police and 
the public, the Bedfordshire Police 
& Crime Commissioner has said. 

Oily Martins said trust needed to 
be rebuilt between the community 
and Bedfordshire Police following 
the tragic death of Mr Briggs on 
November 4 after he had been 
detained under section 136 of the 
Mental Health Act. 

Since then an investigation has 
been launched by the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) and Bedfordshire Police have 


suspended five police officers and 
two civilian members of staff. 

Mr Martins said the death of Mr 
Briggs had damaged the police’s 
relationship with the public at a 
time when the force was working to 
improve it. 

Earlier this week at a public meet¬ 
ing organised by The Non-Violence 
Alliance (TNVA) residents expressed 
their concern and anger as they 
quizzed officials and made calls for 
‘justice’ over the incident. 

Mr Martins said he was hoping for 
a ‘speedy investigation’ and saw his 
role ‘as being a bridge between the 
public and their police force’. 

He said: “I see my mission as build¬ 
ing up the strongest possible rela¬ 


tionship and level of trust between 
the police (and the public) because 
that’s how we keep the county safe, 
even at a time of budget cuts when 
police strength is falling. 

“So having something like this 
happen is a massive setback. 
Without commenting on the cir¬ 
cumstances or anything - which the 
IPCC are investigating - it’s never¬ 
theless a big setback because I can 
completely understand why a 
tragedy like this does damage the 
relationship between a local 
community and their police force.” 

Mr Martins added that one of the 
ways he hoped to rebuild trust in the 
police was to create a more ‘diverse’ 
force which looked ‘like the commu¬ 


nity it polices’. 

Lenos Wilson, from the TNVA, said 
it was time to ‘re-introduce the 
police back to the community and 
vice-versa’. 

He continued: “But we need to see 
a retraction of the comments about 
Leon’s mental health. We need it to 
be taken out and made clear that 
even though he was detained under 
the Mental Health Act, he was not 
registered. 

“So whether or not he was acting a 
bit out of character that day, it still 
needs to be made clear he had no 
issues because we have spoken to 
the family and friends and they said 
he had no issues. 

“We have been working closely 


with the family at this sad time and 
this is what they have personally 
said to us. This is only the tip of the 
iceberg and there is still some way to 
go before there is more trust between 
the community and the police. 

“That’s why I’d like to thank the 
TNVA team for being available to 
organise the meeting at such short 
notice.” 

Following on from another com¬ 
munity meeting on Wednesday, 
Luton council said the community 
had to work together ‘while the 
investigation is in progress and 
afterwards to ensure that positive 
dialogue continues and any findings 
and recommendations are imple¬ 
mented’.

PASSENGER journeys on the 
Luton to Dunstable Busway are 
43 per cent lower than first 
predicted, according to early 
figures for the service. 

More than 120,000 trips have 
been made on the busway in the 
first month since it opened, 
Luton Borough and Central 
Bedfordshire Councils said. 

However, the number is lower 
than the 279,000 journeys for a 
31-day month projected for the 
service when its business case 
was presented in 2008. 

The two authorities said they 
estimated the trips had been 
made on the busway’s four core 
services in October, the first full 
calendar month of operation 
since it opened on September 25. 

Detailed patronage data is 
confidential information to the 
individual busway operators but 
the early figures are said to be 
based on passenger numbers 
from two of the operators and an 
estimate from the third. 

Councillor Dave Taylor, from 
Luton council, said: “I am 
absolutely delighted with this 
indication of the busway’s strong 
performance during its first 
month of operation. 

“The figures are very encourag¬ 
ing and, if current patronage 
levels can be sustained, and grow 


at a similar rate to the Cambridge 
busway, it is estimated over 1.5 
million passenger journeys could 
be made on the busway’s core 
services during its first year of 
operation. 

“That would make an excep¬ 
tional contribution towards the 
councils’ overall aspiration of 
delivering around 2.75 million 
extra passenger journeys on all 
bus services across Luton and 


Dunstable between 2008/9 and 
2014/5. 

“In fact we are already well on 
the way to achieving this, with 
recent growth in bus patronage 
from 10.24m passengers in 
2009/10 to 12.4m in 2012/13.” 

He added added: “Surveys 
conducted for the councils point 
to enormous customer 
satisfaction with the speed and 
reliability of busway services.” 


Council officials 
back plans to 
boost capacity 
at Luton Airport 

PROPOSALS to increase passenger 
capacity at Luton airport are to be 
discussed by councillors on Thursday. 

Luton council’s Development 
Control Committee will consider a 
planning application from London 
Luton Airport Operations Ltd which 
seeks to increase the airport’s 
capacity from 12 million to 18 million 
passengers a year. 

Officers are recommending 
approval, subject to detailed 
conditions, the completion of a 
planning legal agreement and referral 
to the Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Government. 

The proposed scheme involves: 

• Dualling of the road from the 
Holiday Inn roundabout to the 
central terminal area 

• Improvements to the public 
transport hub next to the terminal 

• Construction of a multi-storey car 
park and pedestrian link to the 
western side of the existing 
short-term car park 

• Extensions to the mid and long¬ 
term car parks 

• Improvements to the terminal 
building involving internal reorgani¬ 
sation and minor extensions and 
building works 

• Construction of a new pier 

• Construction of a new taxiway 
parallel to Taxiway Delta 

• Taxiway extensions and rationalis¬ 
ing of the aircraft parking area, 
including new and improved stands. 

The meeting takes place in the 
council chamber at Luton Town Hall 
at 4pm and is open to the public. 


The body of missing Luton pensioner Andrew Goldsboro is found 


THE body of missing pensioner 
Andrew Goldsboro has been 
found, it was announced last 
night. 

Bedfordshire Police said Mr 
Goldsboro’s body had been 
discovered in Luton. The circum¬ 
stances were ‘not suspicious’. 

Mr Goldsboro, {pictured) 78, had 
not been seen since leaving his 
home in Compton Avenue, Luton, 
at around 7.15pm, on Sunday, 
November 3. He had been the sub¬ 
ject of an extensive search effort. 

Last night his family posted a 
message on a social media website 


which said: “The family of Andrew 
Goldsboro sadly report that he has 
now been found. 

“They would like to send 
Heartfelt Thanks to all the thou¬ 
sands of people who assisted in 
the search for Andy during the 
time he was missing and for all 
their cards, thoughts and prayers. 

“We would ask that the family 
now has some privacy to grieve 
and pray for Andy at this time. 
Another announcement will be 
made regarding his funeral 
arrangements shortly. 

“Thank you again to everyone 


for their love and support. God 
Bless.” 

The message was signed: ‘The 
Goldsboro Family’. 

Last night people began to post 
messages of condolence on social 
media. 

One, by Tony Bignell, said: “RIP 
Andy! Lovely gentleman who will 
be missed by many!” 

A spokesman for Bedfordshire 
Police said: “We can confirm that 
the body of Mr Goldsboro has 
been found. 

“There are no suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances.”

Academy’s warning letter 


A SKILLS academy has been 
sent a warning letter by the 
government over its poor 
performance. 

Barnfield Business and 
Enterprise Studio Academy 
has been told by the Under 
Secretary of State for Schools, 
Lord Nash, to improve its 
‘unacceptably low’ standards 
of performance. 

The letter said that the

The academy was given 15 
days to respond to the letter.

academy, and was estab¬ 
lished to provide a unique, 
skills-focussed education for 
students who would other¬ 
wise be disengaged.”

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Teen is sentenced 
over fatal stabbing

A 19-YEAR-OLD whose 
‘reckless stupidity’ led to 
him stabbing another teen¬ 
ager to death, has been 
sentenced to seven and half 
years in custody at Luton 
Crown Court. 

Mark Hannell, of Trent 
Road, Luton, pleaded guilty 
to the manslaughter of 
19-year-old Ryan Burke on 
April 26 this year at Milliners 
Court, Luton. 

Hannell’s not guilty plea to 
murder was accepted by the 
prosecution on the grounds 
that he did not intend to kill 
or cause serious harm. 

He also admitted the com¬ 
mon assault of Jack Wilkin on 
April 24. He pleaded guilty to 
putting a person in fear of 
violence by harassment. 

He was sentenced to seven 
years for manslaughter and 
assault, and an additional six 
months for harassment. 

Judge Foster said that the 
background to the stabbing 
was Hannell’s inability to 
accept that a relationship 
with a girl was over. 

And he was on bail at the 
time for harassing and

humiliating another former 
girlfriend who had ended the 
relationship. 

Sandra Beck, prosecuting, 
said Hannell was aware that 
a young former girlfriend had 
formed a new relationship 
with Jack Wilkin. 

Jack, and Ryan Burke were 
friends and work colleagues 
who shared a flat at Milliners 
Court, Biscot Road, Luton. 
On April 24 Hannell attacked 
Jack Wilkin in Luton. 

This led to comments being 
posted on social networking 
sites, including Hannell mak¬ 
ing threats. 

The following night Jack 
and Ryan were confronted by 
Hannell and others at their 
flat. 

Hanell then sought refuge 


in his brother’s flat also in 
Milliners Court. 

Also in the flat was his 
brother’s pregnant wife and 
two very young sons, the 
court was told. 

There was a ground floor 
kitchen window that was 
open on the tilt and Mr Burke 
and his friends were outside. 

“Hannell was inside the 
kitchen and picked up a 
kitchen knife with an 18cm 
blade, and lent out of the win¬ 
dow and stabbed Ryan Burke 
once. He died in the early 
hours of the following morn¬ 
ing from the single wound,” 
said Miss Beck. 

She said Hannell was 
arrested at the scene and in a 
statement said he had been 
fearful for his life. 

Mr Jo Sidhu QC defending 
said before Hannell sought 
refuge in his brother’s flat he 
had been assaulted with a 
piece of wood studded with 
nails. 

The barrister said that 
Hannell, who is one of ten 
children had a ‘deeply trou¬ 
bled’ background. “His 
attitude to young women is 
lamentable, but he is very 
immature, and has a lot of 
maturing to do.”

WORKS are set to begin on 
the long-awaited Ml 
function 10a improvements 
in the town, Luton council 
has said. 

Preliminary works on high¬ 
way improvements at the 
junction could begin within 
three weeks the authority has 
announced, following confir¬ 
mation from the Department 
for Transport over the 
£30 million scheme. 

The council said it expected 


major construction to get 
under way early next year, 
subject to successful contract 
completion, as soon as 
approval of the necessary 
Development Consent Order 
was given by Transport 
Secretary Patrick 

McLaughlin. 

It is hoped the scheme will 
tackle significant queues and 
congestion experienced at 
the junction by removing the 
existing roundabout and wid¬ 
ening the Ml spur road to 
three lanes in each direction 
between Junction 10 and 


Capability Green. 

Councillor Sian Timoney, 
portfolio holder for regenera¬ 
tion at the council, said: “This 
new junction will not only 
significantly improve safety 
and reliability of journey 
times for motorists and busi¬ 
ness transport but will also 
crucially unlock develop¬ 
ment of several key regenera¬ 
tion sites in the south and 
east of the town. 

“The scheme is vital to 
securing jobs and business 
growth in Luton and this is 
fantastic news for the town.”

As a former 
Grammar School boy myself I 
can see its advantages, that 
good education is not down 
to wealth or a post code lot¬ 
tery but it would be a back¬ 
ward step. And the direction 
Gove is currently taking 
education will soon be a 
disaster for all who take the 
public sector and not the 
public school route. 

Even the expenses scandal 
has not gone away or shamed 
them. They just appear 
resentful. How dare we 
complain about them 
fiddling expenses! 

Something needs to happen 
to break down normal politi¬ 
cal service. Russell Brand 
recently suggested, much to 
the apparent annoyance of 
leremy Paxman, that we 
should all not vote, as it is a 
waste of time. As the 
Anarchists used to say: If 
voting changed anything 
they would ban it. 

The trouble with that is it 
leaves it open for those who 
do, and will, vote to deter¬ 
mine our government. And it 
presupposes they are all the 
same. They are all similar but 


not quite the same. I person¬ 
ally like civil disorder. 
Nothing criminal but enough 
to make the Westminster 
Club realise we are not happy 
and we want it to change. 

And how do we make it 
more accountable? One of 
the problems is that the 
election is often much less 
important than the selection 
process. In too many seats a 
baboon would be voted in, if 
its arse was the right colour. 

I have never been in favour 
of changing the electoral 
system, as it can lead to 
policy being decided behind 
closed doors after the elec¬ 
tion, rather than as manifes¬ 
tos we vote on. But that is 
happening anyway, although 
I still don’t fancy the com¬ 
pletely unprincipled Lib 
Dems being power brokers. 
But maybe that could be a 
partial solution. Or keep a 
second House, but instead of 
being Lords - how ridiculous 
is that - having people 
appointed randomly, as the 
jury service works.

Man, 84, gagged 
in burglary attack

THIEVES threatened, 
assaulted and gagged an 
84-year-old man during an 
aggravated burglary in his 
home. 

The attack, labelled by 
police as ‘despicable’, hap¬ 
pened at around 2.30am on 
Thursday, November 14 when 
three men forced their way 
into the victim’s property in 
Putteridge Road, Luton. 

As the victim’s wife slept, 
the assailants dragged the 


elderly man out of his bed, 
grabbed him around the neck 
and threatened that he would 
be assaulted with a knife. 

The elderly man was walked 
around the house by the men 
who demanded to know 
where his safe was despite 
him not having one. 

They then carried out a 
messy search in the house 
before stealing the man’s 
bank cards and cash from his 
wallet. 

As the assailants prepared 
to leave the property they 
gagged the victim with tape 


before trying to bind his 
hands together. 

But the 84-year-old man¬ 
aged to fight them off and 
press a Careline button 
installed in his house which 
set off an alarm.

PCC: Public trust 
in the police is vital 


SINCE being elected 
Bedfordshire’s PCC last year, 
Oily Martins has had to 
answer to the public over a 
number of issues. 

From gun crime to the 
recent tragic death of Leon 
Briggs in police custody, he 
has had to deal with a lot. 

So how have the first 12 
months in office been? 

A: Interesting. I suppose I 
am quite relieved that a lot 
of the experience I have, I got 
in my previous career work¬ 
ing for victim support and 
being a councillor and being 
involved in politics. 

People often ask me ‘have 
you been surprised or have 
you found it difficult?’ and 
actually yes, a PCC is a 
totally new role but it’s still 
a political role - it’s a job in 
politics. 

And so to that extent my 
experience and, of course, 
the victim support experi¬ 
ence is a pretty good prepa¬ 
ration. I have not found 
myself thinking I don’t know 
what to do or I don’t know 
how I should do the job. But 
that said it has still been 
challenging. 

Q: A lot has happened 


Oily Martins talks with CARL MUNGAZI on 
his first 12 months since becoming the 
county’s first Police & Crime Commissioner 


recently which has affected 
trust in the police. How can 
that relationship be fixed? 

A: One of the things I 
think will build up an 
important level of trust is if 
Bedfordshire Police look like 
the community it polices 
and that’s why even before I 
was elected, in my manifesto 
(I said) that I wanted to 
address the diversity of the 
force. 

We have already got one of 
the most diverse police forc¬ 
es in the country but at the 
same time that’s a measure 
of how far we have to travel 
because even though we 
have one of the most diverse 
police forces, it still doesn’t 
look as much like the local 
community as it should. 

So this is how significant 
the Leon Briggs tragedy is. 

It’s happened at the very 
time when we have opened 


up for recruitment and when 
we want people from our 
diverse communities to be 
applying to be in the police 
force. 

Q: What kind of police will 
the county see in the future? 

A: Overall police strength 
has to fall by about a 100 
officers in the next couple of 
years so that’s why I do place 
this big emphasis on having 
the strongest possible part¬ 
nership with the public and 
their police 

We need the public to be 
the eyes and ears of the 
force. We need people to be 
ringing up if they see some¬ 
thing that doesn’t look right, 
that looks like it’s connected 
with criminality and provid¬ 
ing evidence to the force. 

That’s how they know what 
the issues are and that’s how 
they will be able to deal with 
them.

Eric Pickles says speaking English is ‘crucial’ to British society

LUTON is a priority area part 
for a new £6million govern¬ 
ment scheme aimed at 
teaching people English. 

Shop staff, volunteers and 
faith groups will be trained 
in the new tuition scheme, 
Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles announced on 
Wednesday. 

Six ideas have won a share 
of £6m to launch new pro¬ 
jects to bring English 
language learning into the 
heart of the community and 
reach isolated people. 

It is hoped over 24,000 non- 
English speakers across 
London, the Midlands, the 
North and Bristol will benefit 
from the new projects, which 
have an average cost of just 
under £500 per head. 

Among the ideas being pro¬ 
posed will be training staff in 
supermarkets to be ‘sympa¬ 
thetic listeners’ to encourage 
learners to practice their 
English in-store. 

Informal conversation 
classes and mentoring 
schemes will be held with 
local volunteers and there 
will be workshops around 
understanding utility bills 


and social activities such as 
cooking and gardening. 

Recent census figures 
showed that across England 
1.7 per cent of the population 
have either no, or poor 
spoken English. 

The are 15 boroughs in 
London identified as priority 
areas. Priority areas outside 
of London are: Birmingham, 
Leicester, Manchester, 

Blackburn with Darwen, 
Bradford, Hyndburn, 
Kirklees, Oldham, Pendle, 
Sheffield, Rochdale, Bristol, 
Luton and Slough. 


Communities Secretary 
Eric Pickles said: “Speaking 
English is crucial to allow us 
to come together and be part 
of British society. 

“People are unable to do 
this and are condemned to a 
limited life if they can’t speak 
our language. 

“These fantastic projects 
will have a positive impact on 
local communities, enabling 
people to fulfil their poten¬ 
tial, to communicate with 
friends and neighbours, gain 
employment and increase 
self-confidence.”

Ash cloud detection 
system test success 

AIRLINE easyJet plans to fit units to 
detect ash clouds to some of its aircraft 
next year after a successful test over the 
Bay of Biscay. 

It involved creating an artificial ash 
cloud which was then detected by an 
Airbus340-300 using a new AVOID unit.

Gravity [12A) 

Director: Alfonso Cuaron 


It's very rare that you're in a cinema 
and you can barely hear a pin drop. 

That’s because Alfonso Cuaron’s 
cleverly original edge-of-your-seat 
thriller Gravity literally pulls you in 
- and quite evidently the entire 
audience at my particular screening 
too - and pretty much never lets go. 

After all the hype it just lacks that 
little something to make it great, but 
it will still arguably become a classic 
due to the inventive nature of 
Cuaron’s product - and the sensa¬ 
tional use of 3D. 

It’s beautifully-rendered, well-exe¬ 
cuted and nerve-jangling stuff - 
headlined by impressive turns from 
Oscar-winning duo Sandra Bullock 
and George Clooney - which 
deserves immense praise for the 
director of the darkest Harry Potter 
film (and one of the best) The 
Prisoner of Azkaban. 

Its simple premise sees Sandra 
Bullock’s (The Blind Side) medical 
engineer Ryan Stone work with 
George Clooney’s (Syriana) veteran 
astronaut Matt Kowalski after a 
satellite debris accident leaves them 
adrift in space. 

What ensues is a gripping ninety 
minute fight for survival that leaves 
you floating viscerally through 
space - with the jaw-dropping back¬ 
drop of Earth - where no-one will 
hear you scream. 

Bullock might not be everyone’s 
cup-of-tea, but love her or loathe her, 
you still end up rooting for her frag¬ 
ile space novice - complete with 


heart-rending personal back story - 
with Clooney doing a top-notch job 
in support. 

There’s quite obviously only so 
much you can do with the material 
- which takes away the ability for 
any real surprises - but that’s what 
also makes it so compelling. 


Cuaron’s imagination comes to life 
where no human can live unsup¬ 
ported, and with exceptional use of 
3D literally induces some spine-tin¬ 
gling moments - which arguably 
haven’t been experienced in the 
format since Avatar. 

It might be a touch shy of the 


absolute classic some quarters had 
been making it out to be - but if 
you’re a fan of cinema in general you 
shouldn’t defy Gravity and go see it.

Y-FRONTS cling tightly as his pot-belly jig¬ 
gles above the elastic and confidence 
sprays off his sweaty body with as much 
subtlety as a can on Lynx. 

For years this irrepressible image of Har 
Mar Superstar performing on stage has 
been seared into the minds of fans, but 
things have changed a bit. 

“I don’t really take off the pants anymore, 
I just don’t need to,” he says down the 
phone. 

“I was trying to prove something. I was in 
my twenties but now I’m 35 and I have more 
life experience so I made an album that 
reflects that.” 

Har Mar’s latest record, Bye Bye 17, has 
signalled a change in his sound to soul and 
funk. “I got sick of making electro funk 
music, I just felt like it’s been done to death 
by everybody. I’ve always been obsessed by 
soul music and now I can write to my voice 
in that way.” 

“It would’ve been disingenuous if I made 
this album before, a 25 year old can’t make 
this record. It’s a lot deeper and a lot more 
emotional. I wasn’t ready and now I am. 

“Okay, Otis Redding died at 26 but he had 
a 1,000 year old soul, you know?” 


The record brings Har Mar’s voice, which 
he admits ‘is pretty good’, to the fore while 
the album was mixed in a noticeably 
authentic way. “We kind of wanted it to 
sound like it had been dubbed on a VHS 
about 15 times,” he says. 

One of the songs from Bye Bye 17 had such 
an effect on the mayor of Minneapolis, Har 
Mar’s hometown, that he named a day after 
the singer. “He’s a pretty cool mayor I’ve got 


to say.” When asked on how our Mayor 
Roden could draw the same compliments 
he suggests ‘get out there and do un-mayor 
like stuff.’

CHESTER striker Gareth Seddon prevented
